NEW YORK, March 6.—(#)— 
|Quips, grins and tall stories were on 
‘the lips of Americans today as they 
‘went to a well they had not tapped 
‘since war days. 

It was a well of extra resourceful- 
ness, of ingenuity, of good humor. Hu- 
man life, in spite of the shortage of 
cash, was finding ways of carrying on 
—as it has a way of doing always. 
New York’s millions, always eager 
‘for something new and something dif- 
‘ferent, tackled the serious problems of 
the bank holiday almost with relish. 

And tonight many dropped their last 
coins into subway turnstiles and went 
home to tell stories of strange experi- 
ences to wives who had had their 
own monetary problems during the 
day. 

There was, for example, the driver 
of a cooperage truck, who was sent to 
deliver some barrels to a produce mer- 
chant. “Take them back.” 

The driver did some fast thinking. 

“How much is that big turkey?’ he 
asked. 

The price was $4.18. He took the 
bird and 14 cents in change, and left 
the barrels. When he returned to 
‘his plant he told his employer to de- 
‘duct the $4.18 from his next pay, but 
the employer, also short of change, 
ruled otherwise. 

“You don’t need to take the turkey,” 
he said with a grin. “I'll take it 
home myself.”

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ROOSEVELT ACTS. 

Out of the drastic step taken by 
President Roosevelt in ordering 4 
four-day holiday for the banks of 
the country will come general real- 
ization of two fundamental and en- 
couraging facts—that the bottom 
has been finally and definitely 
reached and that the upward climb 
will be under a leader of dauntless 
courage and inspired vision. 

Scarcely had President Roose- 
velt’s promise of prompt remedial 
action, contained in his epochal in- 
augural address, been received by 
the people before the new cabinet 
had been sworn in and the new 
chief executive had issued procla- 
mations striking at the very root of 
our national unrest. 

The palliative measures which 
have been attempted to cure the 
nation of its ills have not done what 
was expected of them. 

A major operation was needed to 
remove the cancer of financial in- 
security and uncertainty, and the 
swiftness with which the president 
ordered the hospitalization of our 
financial system, while laying plans 
to bring it back to a sound and 
healthy condition, has had an im- 
mediate result in increasing, rather 
than decreasing, public confidence. 

The people of the United States, 
from the highest financier to the 
humblest wage earner, have been 
living in a fool’s paradise and not 
until a new start is made on a new 
basis of business and private life 
can the distress of the present be 
expected to disappear. 

The mob hysteria which sky- 
rocketed property values in Florida 
during the boom of 1924-25 was no 
greater than that which carried the 
production of raw materials and 
manufactured commodities through- 
out the country to unheard-of and 
unsupportable totals and which led 


to a frenzy of spending, waste and | 


extravagance by governments, busi- | 
ler as dictator, with President Von 


ness and people. 

As the collapse of the Florida 
boom punctured the fictitious land 
values in that state, making neces- 
sary a general and drastic revalua- 
tion of all property, .so the stock 
market crash of 1929 put an end to 
the era of false standards through- 
out the nation. 

Now the nation must do what 
Florida was wise enough to do and 
put the knife to the cancerous 
growth of unreal standards and valu- 
ations which have choked the life 
blood of the nation’s prosperity. 

That operation President Roose- 
velt promised in his epochal inau- 
gural address, and he moved swiftly 
and surely towards its consumma- 
tion when, 24 hours later, he issued 
proclamations calling the congress 
together in special session and 
Suspending financial operations 
throughout the country pending the 
adoption of necessary regulations 
and legislation to insure that the 
promised “new deal’ be launched 
on a sound and impregnable basis. 

The incisiveness with which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt spoke and the speed 
and firmness with which the new 
admiinistration moved to check the 
fast-growing wave of national hys- 
teria and to bring order out of 
chaos, has given life to new hope 
and new confidence. 

The sudden change from an aim- 
less, vacillating and impotent di- 
rection of the national ship of 
state to the fast-moving rush of 
events under a bold, able and cou- 
rageous administration has had the 
effect of electrifying the public. 

This aroused hope and confidence 
is reflected in the cheerful attitude 
of the people towards the inconven- 
jences caused by the bank mora- 
torium, by the universal belief that 
after four years of suffering, a di- 
rect and powerful attack will be 
made direct at the root of the na- 
tion’s problems, and by the practi- 
cal certainty that with the reopen- 
ing of the financial institutions and 
the markets of the country both 
- commodity and security prices will 
begin a steady climb.

A GALLANT FIGHT LOST. 

Seldom has the nation watched 
more sympathetically and more 
hopefully a fight for life than the 
battle against death waged for 17 
days by Mayor Anton Cermak, of 
Chicago, who died Monday morning 
in a Miami hospital. 

Laid low by an assassin’s bullet 
intended for President-elect Roose- 
velt, the chief executive of the 
country’s second city waged a gal- 
lant fight against recurring com- 
plications, only to lose when gan- 
grene put in its appearance, 

From one end of the country to 
the other millions daily watched as 
the strong will to live enabled this 
outstanding public servant to suc- 
cessfully overcome first the shock 
of the wound, and then pneumonia, 
peritonitis and heart trouble. 


As great a loss as is the death 
of Mayor Cermak, not only to Chi- 
cago but to the country, as a re- 
sult of the improvement under his 
regime of conditions in the nation’s 
second largest city, it will not be in 
vain if it crystallyzes public opinion 
to the necessity for the eradication 
of radicals and radicalism in the 
United States. 

Men and women of the ilk of 
Zangara—— communists, anarchists 
and bolshevists—are permitted to 
openly flaunt their seditious doc- 
trines. They have flocked to this 
country by the thousands during 
the past ten years and here, under 
the guise of “free speech,’’ are per- 
mitted to plot against the govern- 
ment of the country which has 
given them haven from the stern 
treatment accorded them in their 
native countries. 


Atlanta has received widespread 
criticism, even from conservative 
sources, for the “harsh” treatment 
accorded the communists who at- 
tempted some two years ago to 
bring from their haunts in other 
states the seditious doctrines which 
they preach. 

If the same stern and relentless 
pursuit and punishment had been 
meted out to these undesirables in 
other cities, our institutions would 
be safer and in all probability Chi- 
cago and the nation would not have 
had to bear the-loss of this valu- 
able public servant. 


HITLER’S VICTORY. 


As was expected, the Hitler cabi- 
net was given overwhelming in- 
dorsement at the general elections 
held in Germany on Sunday. 

The result was a foregone con- 
clusion, because all opposition news- 
papers had been suspended during 
the campaign, public addresses by 
those opposed to the nazi govern- 
ment prohibited and the use of the 
radio denied to them. Without a 
method to present arguments, and 
under the watchful eye of the nazi 
Storm troops, they had no chance 
to win at the polls. 

The ratification of the ‘‘nation- 
alist revolution’”’ policy of Hitler un- 
doubtedly means not only the early 
wiping out of communism in Ger- 
many but the death of the demo- 
cratic form of government which 
has existed since immediately after 
the World War. 

Two probabilities are ahead: the 
assumption of full powers by Hit- 


Hindenburg as a figurehead,-or a 
restoration of the monarchy, with 
perhaps one of the sons of the for- 
mer kaiser as the nominal head but 
with Hitler as the real ruling au- 
thority—as with Mussolini. 

The election means greater sta- 
bility in the German government and 
iron control of the masses. It will 
tend to benefit world conditions, It 
is possible that Hitler’s opposition 
to the provisions of the Versailles 
treaty and his open antagonism of 
France may more than overcome 
this beneficial effect in the imme- 
diate future; but, all things con- 
sidered, fascist control of Germany 
will stabilize and strengthen eco- 
nomic and political conditions on the 
continent.

Italy Looking 
Ahead. 


That Signor Mussolini foresees the 
end of the present economic crisis is 
evidenced by the fact that he is pro- 
ceeding to clean out all industries in 
the country which are not healthy or 
not susceptible of being placed on a 
paying basis even when normal times 
do return. For years nothing was 
heard of Italian industry. Mussolini 
realized that there was nothing doing 
on the world’s industrial markets, and 
consequently focused his attention on 
agriculture, turning barren regions 
into productive soil, building roads 
and establishing modern centers of 
rural habitation. 

The long years of slump revealed 
that many industries had been set up 
in Italy since the war which in reality 
had no power of resistance, no life 
force and which consequently crum- 
bled at the first onslaught or went 
under as the crisis prolonged itself, 
The first new industrial measure 
Mussolini has taken “in view of the 
coming era of rehabilitation” is a law 
which prohibits the installation of 
new factories without approval of the 
state. Secondly he has set up an 
“Institute for Economic Reconstruc- 
tion,” which examines rigidly every 
new industrial venture. By rigidly I 
mean rigidly. ““We do not want any- 
thing useless in Italy,” said the duce. 
“The crisis has shown that we had 
a lot of quite useless things. In that 
respect the crisis did us a favor. It 
helped us to get rid of a lot of dead 
things and cumbersome debris. What- 
ever cannot live and prosper by 
standing on its own feet has no right 
to live.” 

Since Italian industry has been hard 
hit and the banks have been lending 
heavily, something has taken place in 
Italy of which the world at large is 
not fully aware. Every industry that 
was helped by the banks had to admit 
the government as partner. Many in- 
dustries passed completely into’ the 
control of the government, with a re- 
sult that Italy is more and more ap- 
proaching a system of state-capitalism. 
They call it “the corporate state” over 
there. That, in fact, is the aim of 
fascism at the present time.

Health Talks

SENSE AND NONSENSE ABOUT 
NIGHTMARES. 


Incubts, Dr. Webster informs us, 
was an evil spirit that lay on per- 
sons in their sleep. A good enough 
description of nightmare. 

Incubus, sleep talking and sleep 
walking are all of the same general 
nature, and there is only an arbitrary 
borderline between these disturbances 
of sleep and petit mal epileptic spells. 
Epilepsy may be characterized by pe- 
riodic fits or convulsions followed by 
unconsciousness or a stuporous or 
dazed state, these seizures being called 
grand mal. Or the subject may have 
mere lapses of consciousness lasting 
from a few moments to hours or days, 
without any convulsions, but just odd 
and inexplicable conduct or in some 
instances qgudden “freezing” in the po- 
sition the subject happens to be in 
when the seizure comes, and on re- 
gaining consciousness the victim has 
no recollection whatsoever of what 
has occurred during the seizuré. This 
type of epilepsy is called petit mal. 

Readers will please believe I men- 
tion epilepsy, not because I know any- 
thing about it or its treatment that 
is not better understood by any real 
doctor,’ but*because I hope to dispel 
some of the popular prejudice about 
epilepsy. You know, it smooths down 
some of the snobbery and meanness 
in us all when we find that these 
much mjsunderstood troubles, epilep- 
Sy, insanity, cancer, congenital de- 
fects, may occur in any family, even 
our own, in fact are bound to occur 
in every family now and then. 

Who shall say where to draw the 
line between nightmare and a frank 
petit mal? 

Sleep-walking is ordinarily a mild 
disturbance and it ceases spontane- 
ously after a while. But in some 
cases of psychic epilepsy or petit mal 
the victims have travelled far, even 
crossing the ocean and visiting a for- 
eign country, during the lapse. After 
the spell is over they can recall noth- 
ing of the events that occurred while 
the spell was on. I know of no par- 
ticular case, but I believe the victim 
of such a petit mal attack might as- 
sault or kill some person without any 
conceivable reason, and have no rec- 
ollection of it after recovery. For 
that matter, I think an ordinary per- 
son with incubus might unconsciously 
inflict injury upon an‘innocent per- 


deed on waking. 

Quite a stack of letters from read- 
ers assure me T have the gratitude of 
sufferers from migraine, for the sug- 
gestion to take the calcium lactate 
treatment. I hope this gratitude will 
withstand what I must say now. In my 
opinion migraine is a sensory equiv- 
alent of epilepsy, just as sleep-walk- 
ing, nightmare, sleep talking and the 
fugue state above described is the 
psychie equivalent, and any such man- 
ifestation may appear in the off- 
spring of a parent ‘who contributes 
alcoholism or some other convention- 
al strain of degeneracy to the heredi- 


tary genes.

vigorous protest against discontinu- 
ance of service on the 30-mile-long Sa- 
vannah & Statesboro railroad. They 
are seeking to prevent the scrapping 
of this little road which is a feeder 
for the Central of Georgia, which, in- 
cidentally, is in the hands of receiv- 
ers. 

We must remember that the mass 
of the people are vitally interested in 
the continued and profitable operation 
of railroads for several reasons. 

Through their deposits in savings 
banks and their interests in insurance 
companies of all kinds, the people are 
indirectly ‘part owners of railroads in- 
asmuch as the savings banks and in- 
surance companies have invested large- 
ly in railroad securties. 

We must overlook the vital need the 
state has for the large amount of taxea 
paid by the railreads, to the state as 
well as to municipalities and counties. 
Our schools and other institutions are, 
in a measure, absolutely dependent on 
these revenues for maintenance. 

Every man, woman and child in 
Georgia is interested in railroad pros- 
perity because they are stockhoiders 
in the state-owned Western & Atlantic 
railroad, valued at about $20,000,00v, 
which brings to the state a revenue of 
approximately 3600,000 a year. 

While I am in the mercantile busi- 
ness, I am also a modest stockholder in 
Georgia railroads and at the same time 
I am a small stockholder in the truck 
and bus business. I believe that both 
industries can succeed and that there 
is a place for each in @ proper co-or- 
dination of the use of the rails and the 


highways.

PROCLAMATION KEY 
FOUND BY ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, March 86.—(#) 
President Roosevelt himself uncov- 
ered the war-time act under which 
he proclaimed the drastic bank- 
ing holiday and gold embargo. 

Intimates of the new president 
say he had this legislation inves- 
tigated several weeks ago in prep- 
aration for emergency. 

Legal experts at first had be- 
lieved it repealed, but the Roose- 
velt inquiry proved otherwise. 


WOODIN APPROVES 
BANKS: REOPENING 
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by emergency legislation in the new 
congress meeting Thursday. 

As the hopeful nation rallied around 
the president in public expressions of 


confidence, his secretary of the treas- 
ury, William H. Woodin, promulgated 
the modifications desired to loosen the 
channels of monetary exchange. 

His string of regulations opened to 
withdrawal the deposits placed in 
banks after they had been closed by 
state or other order prior to the 
Roosevelt proclamation. 

Major financial exchanges decided 
to stay closed during the holiday. The 
Chicago Livestock Exchange will close 
Tuesday afternocn and the Chicago 
board of trade will suspend cash grain 
operations Wednesday. Packers and 


wholesalers generally had enough food 
_to last for months, and livestock ex- 


changes in several other cities an- 
nounced they would carry on. 

Mr. Roosevelt's address called for 
public support of the order opening 
the banks for new ileposits subject to 
withdrawal upon demand and with- 
out restriction. 

May Continue Ban. 

The guarantee placed on these de- 
posits in the Woodin order opening 
banks for new deposits stipulated that 
these accounts be kept separately in 
special trust funds under the rules 
laid down by Mr. Roosevelt. 

Other relief measures announced by 
Mr. Woodin included authority to 
banks to make safety deposit vaults 
accessible; to make change, but with- 
out paying out either gold or gold 
certificates; authority to cash checks 
drawn on the treasurer of the United 
States, but not in gold or gold cer- 
tificates; and to return all cash and 
checks received for deposit or collec- 
tion after the last closing business 
hours and not then entered on the 
books, 

The drive for all appropriate modi- 
fication of the banking ban occupied 
the almost complete attention of Mr. 
Roosevelt and his secretary of the 
treasury in the long day of confer- 
ences, < 

The emergency banking legislative 
program, however, appears to be tak- 
ing form. It is expected that congress 
on Thursday will approve quickly the 
emergency clearing house scrip to be 
issued and ratify the steps taken by 
the president. 

There also is talk of continuing 
some form of. restriction on with- 
drawals of the now impounded de- 
posits so as to make sure of no new 
and sudden attack upon the gold sup- 
ply that forced the present drastic 


action. 
Withdrawals Huge. 

Withdrawals totaling $962,000,000 
were reported by the 450 odd member 
banks of the federal reserve system 
today for the week ending March 1. 
_The period covered embraced that 
time when withdrawls of deposits 
were at their peak, actuated by pub- 
lic fear that the banking situation 
of the country was becoming acute. 
These heavy withdrawals were the 
chief contributing factors to the situ- 
ation which caused President Roose- 
velt to proclaim the bank holiday.

HOOVER ASKS AID 
FOR SUCCESSOR

NEW YORK, March 6.—(#)—A 
plea for ali citizens to support Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his effort to un- 
tangle the banking and business crisis 
came today from his predecessor, Her- 
bert Hoover. 

Departing from the rule he 
down informally before leaving the 
White House—that he would issue 
no statements or interviews—Mr. 
Hoover answered the inquiries of 
newspapermen as to his views on the 
national bank holiday and the ban on 
gold export with these words: 

“The president’s proclamation 
should receive the whole-hearted sup- 
port and co-operation of every citi- 
zen.” . 

The former president spoke throug 
his secretary, Lawrence Richey. There 
was no amplification of his terse re- 
mark. Throughout the day and dur- 
ing the evening he remained in his 
apartmen: on the thirty-third floor 
of the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, appar- 
ently attending only to private affairs 
and visiting with friends. 

Mr. Hoover, along with thousands 
of other citizens, felt the bank holiday 
directly. He left Washington with 
only a few dollars in his pocket. 
Richey. who handles all of his finan- 
cial affairs. had little more than the 
$500 he cashed just before leaving 
the capital.

And, therefore, if we can persuade 
people all through the country, when 
their salary checks come in, to de- 
posit them in new accounts; which 
new accounts will be held in trust, 
and the money kept in one of the 
new forms I have mentioned, we 
will have made progress. 


“All I can say is I am very grate- 
ful for what the states have done in 
this emergency and we want if pos- 
sible to have a general banking situ- 
ation, that is to say, covering national 
banks and state banks, as uniform 
as possible throughout the country 
and at the same time we want to co- 
operate with all of the’ states in 
bringing about that uniformity.

Duties of States. 


“The letter that I sent to you took 
up several matters: 

“Conflicting taxation between fed- 
eral and state governments. Every 
one of you have been seeking meth- 
ods to find new sources of taxation. 
It has been natural and human to 
expect that the federal government 
should try to find some method of 
raising revenue. 

“A second question relates to fed- 
eral aid in unemployment relief. The 
federal government, of course, does 
have to prevent anybody from starv- 
ing but the federal government should 
not be called upon to exercise that 
duty until other agencies fail. The 
primary duty is that of the locality. 
the city, county, town—if they fail 
and can not raise enough to meet the 
needs, the next responsibility is on 
the states and they have to do all 
they can and if it is proven that 
they can not do any more and the 
funds are still insufficient, it is the 
duty of the federal government to 
step in, 

“We come to the question of 
ordinating work. It is very difficult 
know in the federal government

Some states and some 
localities are closing their eyes to 
existing laws and do not have any 
foreclosures. As yet we have no na- 
tional policy for it but I believe we 
can have one.”

velt’s proclamation of a modified na- 
tional bank holiday. 

Unanimously and without disews- 
sion, the measure, drafted by Gover- 
nors White, of Ohio: Green, of Rhode 
Island, and Buck, of Delaware. was 
adopted. 

It said in part: 

“Without regard to our political af- 
filiations we governors and represen- 
tatives of governors of states, ... 
hereby express our confidence and 
faith in our president and urge the 
congress and all the people of our 
united country to co-operate with him 
in such action as he shall find nec- 
essary or desirable in restoring bank- 
ing and economic stability.” 

The governors also adopted a reso- 
lution by White which said: “We 
look approvingly” upon the president's 
plan for better land utilization. 

Then came quick action on a reso- 
lution by Governor Ehringhaus, of 
North Carolina, which expressed con- 
fidence in the leadership of the presi- 
dent and urged that “he may be grant- 
ed immediately by the congress such 
broad power as may be necessary.”

Never Better, Says Dr. Kartzke 


That conditions for study by Amer- | 


ican students in German universities 
were never more favorable than now 
was clearly demonstrated by Dr. 
Georg Kartzke, head of the depart- 
ment of foreign students at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, at a round-table ses- 
sion in the Emory University audito- 
rium Monday afternoon, which was 
well attended by teachers, students 
and others interested in his subject, 
“The Foreign Student and Internation- 
al Gocd-Will.” 

Dr. Kartzke named as a generous 
allowance for a year of study in any 
German university, including passage 
to and from Germany and the travel 
incident to vacation months, and all 
tuition fees, the sum of $800, stating 
that many American § students were 
finding it less expensive to go to Ger- 
man universities than to remain at 
home, due to the lower, cost of living 
and the simpler scale of life at for- 
eign universities.

Packers had agreed Saturday to 
pay for live stock by check, but a 
hitch developed teday when it was 
found that commission men were un- 
able to obtain money for their serv- 
ices, the packers being able to make 
only one check for supplies and that 
to the producers. 

The closing was set for tomorrow 
so that supplies of live stock now 
en route might be cared for. | 

The yards will be definitely closed 
after tomorrow “until further no- 
tice.” Shippers have been warned to 
start no more shipments to market. 

Suspension of trading on the live 
stock exchange will not close the big 
packing plants, whose receipts on di- | 
rect consignment have amounted to 
50 and 75 per cent of total receipts. | 
They will make private arrangements | 
with producers to obtain supplies, giv- | 
ing checks redeemable “when and as 
banking facilities permit.” 

This arrangement would 
prevent a meat shortage in 
packers said.
